HOME RULE. 

Hardly less surprising war Secre- 
tary Rryun's declaration that within 
less than two years “the Irish all over 
the world can celebrate freedom for 
Ireland.” 

In view of the fact that the home 
rule proposition is one of the livest 
issues in Great Britain at the present 
time, the Secretary of State has failed 
completely to distinguish the inner- 
most character of British baiting by 
the editor of the Commoner, accord- 
ing to the view expressed by some 
members of the diplomatic corps, but 
there are others Who adhere to the 
view that the Commoner is wholly 
indifferent to any affront which may 
be given by his St. Patrick’s Day ut- 
terances, so long as they serve to 
promote his own popularity. 

MONARCHY AFFRONTED. 

Nor did the Secretary of State con- 
fine his speech of Saturday night to 
twisting the tail of the British lion. 
Certain of his utterances are con- 
strued as sufficiently catholic in their 
character to constitute an affront to 
every diplomatic representative of a 
monarchy, among these being the fol- 
lowing: 

“The fighters for home rule are 
fighters of a world-wide battle and 
those who oppose it have sounded the 
death knell of hereditary govern- 
ment. Thus does truth aid truth, thus 
does wrong destroy wrong.” 

THE OCCASION, 
The occasion for Bryan’s tall-twist- 
extraordinary was the St. Pat- 
rick’s Day banquet given by the Irish- 
Americans of Washington. 

While there are to be heard some 
expressions of indignation over his ut- 
terances as Secretary of State, the 
general disposition is to make light 
of them and to treat with a certain 
general, although hardly agreeable, 
condescension, Mr. Bryan's expres- 
sions, as something which was to be 
expected. 

An unfortunate side of the affair 
is the fact that Mr. Bryan’s remarks 
may contribute somewhat to the dif- 
ficulty of settling the Panama contro- 
versy and may even operate as an 
obstacle to the renewal of the general 
treaty of arbitration. —

Runs Long-Sought Bruin to His 
Lair Near Eagle, Colo., and Dis- 
covers Vast Deposit Near the Head 
of Brush Creek, Which Runs High 
in Silver.

DENVER (Colo.) March 17.—A 
famous silver-tip bear, the largest in 
Colorado, at last has been run to his 
lair, and in the finding of the long- 
sought animal there was discovered, 
through the bear himself, silver de- 
posits of fabulous richness and extent, 
according to Jack Lynch, a resident 
of Eagle, Colo.

NEPHEW WOULD APPOINT HIM

MEXICO CITY, March 17.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.)

“The question has reached such 
great import that its solution rests 
on science.

What we want to do is to draw a 
sharp line between those who finance 
vice and the weak-minded women 
who are their prey.

JAP SLAYERS 
ARE LOCATED. 


Police Say They Know Tom 
White’s Murderers. 


— 


Arrest Waits on Evidence to 
Insure Conviction. 


Three More Men Detained as 
Possible Witnesses. 


The identity of the slayer of Police 
Agent Tom White has been ascer- 
tained by the Central Station detec- 
tives working on the case, according 
to an authoritative statement given out 
late yesterday afternoon at police 
headquarters. This man and his al- 
leged accomplices are under close sur- 
veillance and can be arrested at the 
pleasure of the police. H is said that 
ho arrests will be made, unless some- 
thing unforeseen occurs to change 
present plans, until the detectives 
have conclusive and corroborative 
evidence upon which to dase 
complaints charging murder in the 
first degree. 

The autopsy held yesterday at the 
J. D. Button mortuary showed that 
death was due to the 38-caliber bul- 
let which was fired at close range into 
the right ear. No arrangements have 
been made for the funeral or the in- 
quest. The latter will not be held un- 
til the detectives have made further 
progress in gathering evidence against 
the assassins. | 

White was shot at 11:30 o'clock 
Saturday night, and not early Sunday 
morning, as first supposed. A Jap- 
anese was found yestefday by Detec- 
tives Zeigler, Wedge and Fitzgerald, 
who admitted that he heard a revol- 
ver shot shortly before midnight. It 
came, he said, from the direction of 
2 in which White was mur- 

ered. 


WALKS INTO TRAP. 


White's movements Saturday night 
have been definitely ascertained. He 
spent his last hours drinking with 
three Japanese. Unwittingly he 
walked into the trap set for him. It 
was planned to get White helplessly 
intoxicated, lure him to an isolated 
spot and kill him. White assisted in 
his death plans by spending $12 
against $5 by the men who plotted to 
murder him. 

During the evening the four men 
visited three Japanese cafes and two 

ns. At 11 o'clock they were 
seen at Ducommun and Alameda 
streets. Shortly after that Sergt. 
Lyons saw White and one Japanese 
walking toward the alley in which the 
murder was committed. The identity 
of this man and the other two have 
been established, so the detectives an- 
nounced yesterday. 

They hesitate to make an arrest be- 
cause they have no interpreter, they 
say, whom they trust. in the slay- 
ing of White the detective bureau lost 
the only Japanese interpreter in 
whom the operatives say they could 
place absolute dependence.

Schools Established for Them. 


{New York Herald:] There should 
be no difficulty in solving the prob- 
lem what to do with one's sons if 
they have a love and natural apti- 
tude for the study of insects—if, in 
fact, they are what their little broth- 
ers and sisterstcall “bug hunters.” 
The world is calling for them as eco- 
nomic entomologista to fight the 
pests which attack the cotton, apple, 
potato, rice and other crops and do 
millions and millions of damage each 


year. 

At the Imperial College of Science 
and Technology in South Kensington, 
Eng., a special entomological depart- 
ment for the training of these youths 
has been opened, and a sultable man 
soon finds himself snapped up by 
some government or other. In fact, 
there are not enough of the right 
sort of men to go around. 

The colonial office offers from $1500 
to $1750 a year to start with. The 
India office offers $1660 to begin, ris- 
ing to $2000 in the course of the first 
three years, and thereafter a rise of 
$250 a year: and there are pensions 
attached to the posts. 

Prof. Maxwell-Lefroy, the head of 
the department, has just had an 
plication from the United States v 
ernment in the Philippines asking for 
an assistant entomologist, aged about 
21, with pay commencing at $1200 to 
$1400 a year. Applications come from 
all parts of the world. The other 
day the South Africa Company asked 
the college to find them an entomolo- 
gist, starting at $1500. In the short 
time since the department started 
students have obtained appointments 
to Assam, Nyassa, Rhodesia, Barba- 
does, Southern Nigeria and other 


places. > 

Prof. Maxwell-Lefroy, however, 
deplores English indifference to such 
matters. “We are altogether behind 
the United States,“ he said to an in- 
terviewer. “Unless our government 
is up and doing the potato moth, I 
fear, will be over here before long, 
and then woe betide potato growers 
and potato merchants.”

Every 
obstacle was thrown in my path when 
1 demanded an investigation of the 
books, and it was a long time before 
IT could get the stock transferred 
upon the books of the company. 

A financial statement tesued by the 
Merchants company July 1, 1912, is 
sald to be the basis for the present 
prosecution, and its one which the 
complaining witness deciares false, an 
allegation he avers he can prove by 
the Mushet audit.
